Bryan has its own light plant. 
The city is in a position to use 
m uch or little

and the 
ju ice required for a m ore ex ten ­ 
sive and better ligh tin g system on 
M ain S treet likely w ould not in ­ 
crease the cost o f operation.

if this did result the increase would 
be triflin g in view o f the resu lt­ 
a n t benefit. 
The heavy cost would 
be in the installation o f lam ps, but 
th is could be absorbed gradually 
and spread over a term of years, 
as is the cost of m ost city im­ 
provem ents, should not prove a de­ 
terrin g factor.
